event processor, a task engine and a task assistant; 

wherein the event processor is triggered by application events 
associated with a change in the information, and sends an event trigger to the task 
engine; wherein in response to the event trigger, the task engine identifies rules in the 
task library database associated with the event and applies the information to the 
identified rules to determine the tasks to be completed, and populates on a task 
assistant the determined tasks to be completed, wherein the task assistant transmits 
the determined tasks to the client component.
